This Office Action is responsive to the apphcant's amendment filed on May 21, 2009.

1 . The drawings were received on May 2 1 , 2009. These drawings are acceptable. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. The election of the species of Figs. 4A-4D filed on September 19, 2008 is acknowledged; 
however, rendered moot in view of the allowance of a generic claim. Accordingly, the restriction 
requirement mailed on August 19, 2008 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the allowance of the 
generic claim 1, non-elected claims 2, 5-15 and 20 have been rejoined with their base claim. 
Claims 1-15 and 17-22 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

- Regarding claim 1 : In the amendment filed on May 21, 2009, claim 16 has been 
canceled in that the subject matter of this claim has already been incorporated into the 
independent claim 1; therefore, claim 1 is allowed. 

- Regarding claims 4 and 19 : In the amendment filed on May 21, 2009, dependent claims 
4 and 19 have been rewritten in independent form including all the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claim; therefore, claims 4 and 19 are allowed.
